Her casual talk, deliv- 
ered without notes, was 
sprinkled with self-depre- 
cating humour. It also had 
a few tongue-in-cheek 
barbs directed at her for- 
mer in-laws. 

“Tm just Sarah, I am Fer- 
gie, Iam red headed, and I 
married the queen’s best- 
looking son,” she said to 
laughs. 

But the main theme of 
Ferguson’s speech was her 
charity work. She spoke at 


length about the charities 
she helped develop all 
over the world. Ferguson 
said she still leads a public 
life to raise money for the 
less fortunate, calling her- 
self a “foghorn for quiet 
whispers,” and asking oth- 
ers to do the same. 

The Duchess _ talked 
about moving a children’s 
hospital out of a polluted 
neighbourhood in Poland, 
and building underground 
girls’ schools in Taliban- 
controlled Afghanistan. 
She said all the scrutiny — 


and sometimes ridicule — 
she’s endured has been 
worth it, because she’s 
been able to help.

Dion told a mostly 
partisan Halifax audience 
yesterday if elected he will 
invest $900 million 
towards a new plan for 
catastrophic drug 
coverage. 

Speaking at the Sir 
Charles Tupper Medicine 
Courtyard at Dalhousie Uni- 
versity, Dion said the four- 
year plan will ensure that 
people living with serious ill- 
ness, such as cancer, dia- 
betes or arthritis, will get the 
help they need in paying for 
necessary prescription med- 
ication. 


© Dion also spoke yesterday 
about the economy, and took 
several shots at Prime Minis- 
ter Stephen Harper. Dion said 
Harper has led the economy 
to its worst performance 
since Brian Mulroney was in 
office in the early 1990s 


“Our plan is about peo- 
ple,” Dion told about 75 par- 
ty supporters. “Our drug 
plan will help Canadians 
and their families facing the 
hardship of a catastrophic 
illness, and the expensive 
medication.” 

Dion said a Liberal govern- 
ment would work with each 
province and territory to de- 


termine a minimum stan- 
dard for the amount of fed- 
eral coverage to be provided. 
Dion also would compensate 
those provinces or territo- 
ries which already meet the 
standard determined. 

In talking about cata- 
strophic drug costs, Dion 
said Atlantic Canadians are 
the hardest hit with 24 per 
cent, or 600,000 people, 
without a drug plan. 

“The federal government 
should be there to help,” 
Dion proclaimed. “We'll re- 


spond.” 
Dion didn’t get into 
specifics about how his party 


would pay for the plan, but 
said it would be outlined 
when they release their par- 
ty platform.

Accused found 
fit to stand trial 


Two charged in New Year’s Eve murder

Desmond Maguire has 
been found fit to stand tri- 
al in the murder of 20- 
year-old Jennifer Horne, 
who was found dead last 
New Year’s Eve in a grue- 
some killing in a 
Dartmouth apartment. 

Maguire, 38, and 21-year- 
old Ashley Haley, are both 
charged with first-degree 
murder in the sex-slaying 
case. Maguire learned yes- 
terday inside a Dartmouth 
courtroom that a 30-day 
court-ordered psychiatric 
assessment showed he was 
fit to stand trial on the 
murder charge.

The decision brought 
gasps of “yes” from 
Horne’s family and friends, 
who filled the right side of 
the courtroom in a sea of 
white shirts. 

“It’s good news,” Jen- 
nifer’s father Kevin said 
shortly after the ruling. “I 
think the people that (do 
the assessments) are doing 
their job and doing it right. 
He’s not pulling any bluffs. 


Now, we just have to get 
(Haley) to a point where we 
can make this trial pro- 
ceed.” 

Haley was in court to de- 
termine if she had found 
counsel. Haley, who spent 
most of the 15-minute pro- 
ceeding looking down to- 
wards the floor, told the 
court in a quiet voice that 


she is in the final stages of 


getting a lawyer in place. 
Haley told the court she ex- 
pects defence lawyer Luke 
Craggs to represent her. 

Proceedings resume on 
September 29 when Haley 
is expected to present her 
counsel to the court. 

A preliminary hearing 
remains scheduled for ear- 
ly January.

Professor calls demolition proposal 
an ‘assault on the history of Halifax’

councit Dozens of speakers 
blasted a proposal to demol- 
ish the interiors of two his- 
toric properties at city hall 
last night. 

The plans by the Armour 
Group would see the fa- 
cades of the buildings cur- 
rently housing O’Carroll’s 
and Sweet Basil preserved, 
but with a nine-story con- 
crete-and-glass office build- 
ing in their place. The devel- 
oper says the buildings are 
dilapidated and that it 
would be too expensive to 
renovate them. 

Twenty-four members of 


the public spoke at the 
council meeting, which was 
a continuation from last 
week. All opposed the 
plans, arguing the proposed 
office doesn’t follow the 
rules for preserving her- 
itage buildings. 

Dr Michael Goodyear 
called it “the most egre- 
gious assault on the history 
of Halifax I have witnessed.” 
The Dalhousie professor 
said he thought the issue 
had been put to rest in 
1973, when Halifax city 
council decided to protect 
the Historic Properties. 

“We are rapidly becom- 
ing a city of memories, best 
viewed in a museum,” he 
said. 


Tom Creighton, a mem- 
ber of the Heritage Advisory 
Committee but speaking as 
a private citizen, called on 
council to follow the advice 
of the committee and reject 
the proposal. 

“It’s not an integrated 
building and it violates the 
rules,” he argued. 

Ben McCrae, chairman of 
the Armour Group, said the 
buildings aren’t economi- 
cally viable. 

“The status quo is not an 
option,” he said. 

After more than five 
hours of debate, council 
voted to adjourn the matter 
for two weeks, when it will 
likely vote one way or the 
other.

Public transit needs funds for 
accelerating ridership: Study

A new study says more 
commuters are taking bus- 
es, trains and ferries, and 
Canada’s transit systems 
will burst without billions 
more in federal funding. 

“The study demonstrates 
that Canada is clearly un- 
derinvested in urban tran- 
sit,” said Canadian Urban 
Transit Association Presi- 
dent Michael Roschlau in a 
news release. The associa- 
tion is calling on candi- 
dates in the federal elec- 
tion to take action. 

The study says more 
commuters are taking 
transit because of rising 
gas prices, which the asso- 
ciation says could triple 


transit ridership across the 
country. It said Canada 
missed the “economically 
and socially optimal” level 
of transit by 74 per cent in 
2006. 

The association is calling 
for another $40 billion in 
funding over the next five 
years. 

Halifax Metro Transit 
spokeswoman Lori Patter- 
son said the company’s 
2008 budget was $61 mil- 
lion. She said 53 per cent 
comes from riders and two 
per cent comes from adver- 
tising and charters, while 
the other 45 per cent 
comes from tax dollars. 

Patterson said the feds 
have already started to 
kick in more money. “Now 
we're getting public atten- 
tion and support,” she said.

“Our ridership has been 
growing anyway, and now 
on top of that we have the 
increasing fuel costs.

A 16-year-old student is in 
critical condition in hospi- 
tal after he was shot out- 
side a Toronto high school, 
yesterday.

Petitclerc goes out 
with golden victory 


She is rolling perfection; 
Canada’s gold standard of 
the three-wheel set. So, 
how appropriate it was 
yesterday that when Chan- 
tal Petitclerc finished the 
1,500-metre wheelchair 
race in Beijing and ended 
her illustrious Paralympics 
career, she broke away 
from the pack to cross the 
finish line all alone. 

After all, no one came 
close to her at these Para- 
lympics where she won 
five gold medals and set 
three world records. Few 
Canadians have entered 
her stratosphere as athletes 
or inspiring role models. 

“When I saw I was on my 
own, it was like a bonus,” 
the 38-year-old Montrealer 
said of the exclamation 
point on her career. 

“It felt like a gift to fin- 
ish it all alone.” 

Perhaps it was a repay- 
ment, a bit of payback for 
all that the effervescent yet 
relentlessly tough Petit- 
clerc has given her sport 
and her country.

Paralympians, she has 
brought home 21 medals

Every so often a vehicle 
comes along that doesn’t 
fit in one of the standard- 
ized little compartments 
those in the automotive 
world like to refer to as 
segments.

I prepared for my trip to 

Slovenia with a little re- 


search. Bordering Italy, 
Croatia, Hungary and Aus- 
tria, the Republic of Slove- 
nia gained independence 
from the former region of 
Yugoslavia in 1991. A pop- 
ulation of 2 million, most 
of them Roman Catholic, 
Slovenia has its own lan- 
guage, but English is wide- 
ly spoken. 

Since it’s officially in 
central Europe, I had to ex- 
pect the usual: crowded at- 
tractions, octogenarian 
tour buses and an unfor- 
giving Euro that kicks our 
currency’s butt. Instead, I 
discovered Slovenia is a 
hidden gem. My trip start- 
ed in Ljubljana, a vibrant 


capital city that exists off 
the radar of most trav- 
ellers. My days were spent 
touring the Old Town, and 
nights sipping local beer 
and debating with stu- 
dents about which one was 
better — Lasko or Union? 

From Ljubljana, I trav- 
eled to Bled, a tiny commu- 
nity on the edge of Triglav 
National Park. Set against a 
backdrop of the snow 
capped Julian Alps, Bled 
“bleeds” medieval charm 
and romance. Visitors can 
take a boat tour to the 
church of St. Mary in the 
middle of the lake. From 
there, after walking up the 
99 steps to the top of the 


cathedral, tourists have a 
chance to make all their 
wishes come true. Legend 
has it that if you honor the 
Virgin Mary by ringing the 
church bell three times, 
your wish will be granted. 

From trendy Ljubljana to 
the foothills of the Alps, I 
found myself completely 
smitten with Slovenia. The 
landscape is gorgeous, the 
city streets squeaky clean 
and there is a Mediter- 
ranean vibe of sophistica- 
tion, without the preten- 
sion — or price of other 
Euro countries.

Time is everything for Barker

It’s just about the worst 
news you can hear. But 
when Irwin Barker was 
given one year to live last 
June he decided to fight 
back the only way he 
knew how. 

“My wife and I were to- 
gether, it was a hard kind 
of thing to have to phone 
the rest of the family and 
talk to them about,” said 
Barker. “I basically just 
said I’m going to fight it by 
using my comedy.” 

Barker has long been 
one of Canada’s most suc- 
cessful comics. He’s been 
nominated for several 
Gemini Awards and writ- 
ten for shows like This 
Hour has 22 Minutes and 
The Rick Mercer Report. 

His newest project is his 


most personal. After his 
cancer diagnosis Barker set 
out on a cross-country 
comedy fundraiser for can- 
cer research. 

His gigs ranged from the- 
atres to hospital wards. His 
trip is chronicled in the 
new documentary That’s 
My Time: A Comedian’s 
Stand Up to Cancer. 

“To me it wasn’t so 
much making humour out 
of it, but making humour 
in spite of it. I’m not out of 
the woods with it, it’s just 
one of those things where 
I'm going to continue to 
write and do comedy and 
be creative and let that be 
my battle against it,” said 
Barker. 

It wasn’t easy. He was 
undergoing chemotherapy 
at the time, which led to 
both emotional and physi- 
cal exhaustion. Still, with

the support of family and 
other comedians — stars 
like Brent Butt and Rick 
Mercer appear in the film 
— he kept going. 

“There were times I just 
didn’t feel like it, that’s for 
sure. But just carrying on 
no matter what, that’s part 
of the struggle and part of 
the battle,” Barker said. 
“Cancer has my body but it 
doesn’t have my spirit. 
And I’m not going to let it 
go into that domain.”

Roast Vegetable and 
Bean Stew 


This easy, one-pot dish of 
root vegetables and pinto 
beans makes a nourishing 
fall dinner and needs no 
accompaniments. 


INGREDIENTS: 

1 small acorn squash 

1 lb (500 g) new potatoes, 
scrubbed and cut into 11/2-in. 
(4-cm) chunks 

2 carrots, cut into 11/2-in. 
(4-cm) chunks 

2 parsnips, cut into 11/2-in. 
(4-cm) chunks 

2 large zucchini, cut into 
11/2-in. (4-cm) chunks 

2 tsp (10 mL) olive oil 

1 garlic clove, finely chopped 
4 large sprigs of fresh 
rosemary, plus extra sprigs to 
garnish 

2 cans (19 0z/540 mL) pinto 
beans, drained and rinsed 

1 cup (250 mL) apple cider 

1 cup (250 mL) hot low-sodium 
vegetable broth 

Salt and pepper 


METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Halve the squash and 
remove the seeds, then peel

add the potatoes, carrots, 
parsnips and zucchini. Drizzle 
the olive oil over the 
vegetables and toss to coat 
evenly. Stir in the garlic, and 
season lightly with salt and

3. Lay the rosemary sprigs on 
the bottom of a large roasting 
pan and spread the vegetables 
on top ina single layer. Roast 
until lightly browned, about 
30 minutes, turning once. 


4. Remove from the oven and 
stir in the pinto beans, cider 
and broth. Cover the pan tight- 
ly with foil, then return to the 
oven and cook until the vegeta- 
bles are tender, about 20 to 25 
minutes. Before serving, 
remove the rosemary stalks 
and garnish with fresh 
rosemary sprigs.
